The present Secretary of the Navy 
came to the conclusion that his Cabi­ 
net was too hydra-headed and that it 
was better to cut some of them off 
permanently or make the majority sub­ 
ordinate to the minority. 
In other 
words he thought that there should be 
one responsible head when a ship was 
to be built. 


Previous to the late war the Bureau 


o f Construction, or, ns it was then 
called, the Bureau of Construction, 
Improvement and Repair", had con- 


trnl o t all matters appertaining to the 
building of the ship 
entire. The 
Ordnance Bureau was a consulting 
one, as far as the guns might be af­ 
fected. 
The Construction Bureau had 
a steam enaineer attached to it as an 
adviser. 
The machinery of the vessels 
wer--, however, got up under the super­ 
vision of that Bureau. 


When the war commenced the sud­ 
den and large increase in the navy 
made it necessary to reorganize the 
Bureau department of theSecretary and 
eight 
different 
departments 
were 
created to constitute it. 


From that time to within the past 
vear there has been a want of harmony 
particularly in the construction of the 
n«"w Navv. 
The Naval Constructor 
rmde his plans for a hull to carry a 
certain 
estimated weight of steam 
machinery and a certain specified num­ 
ber of guns. 


There have been times when the es­ 
timated weight of the machinery was 
far below the real weight. 
This threw 
all of the naval architects plans far out 
$of the way. 
The weights that he 
worked upon when designing the hull 
would bring the vessel to a certain line 
in the water when fully armed and 
equipped and the vessels stability de­ 
pended a great deal upon the weights 
she was built to carry. 


The vessel completed and she was 
nrt.a success. Why? Some one must 
be to blame. 
The constructor was the 
first one to come in for criticism. He 
fell back upon the fact that he had 
been ordered to build a ship to carry a 
certain 
amount at a certain

and he had so constructed 
it 
In the meantime the engine de­ 
signed and the boilers as well instead 
ot 
canying the estimated weight the 
vessel was given say 25 per cent more- 
Next comes the Engineer.

The young lady who 
accompanied him, Miss May Coates, 
his affianced, was killed in the same 
accident, and her mother 
received 


$5000 from the railroad.

TIME TO CALL A HALT. 


In June last trie GAZETTE was made 
the official pager of Berkeley, in which 
all advertising for the town was to be 
done for one year at a fixed rate. The 
publishers of the GAZETTE entered in­ 
to a contract with the Board of Trus­ 
tees for doing the work and also gave 
a bond for the faithful carrying out of 
the contract. 
Since that time the offi­ 
cial advertising of the Board of Trus­ 
tees has been given to the GAZETTE 
but the advertising of the Board of 
Education has not, although the charter 
is very plain on the subject and the 
town attorney states that all advertising 
of the Board of Education must be 
published in the official paper of the 
town. 


At the last meeting of the Board of 
Education bills were allowed for ad­ 
vertising in the Advocate and were 
paid at the rate of O N E D O L L A R 
AMD 
T W E N T Y F I V E C E N T S per 
square, when if the advertising had 
been done in the official paper, the 
GAZETTE, the work would have been 
done for T H I R T Y - F I V E C E N T S per 
square. 
Thus it will be seen that the 
Board of Education wrongfully took 
96 cents per square out of the treasury 
to pay the Advocate. 
Again, there 
was the pamphlet containing the course 
of study and other school printing that 
was given to the Advocate, without 
'submitting it to competition with other 
offices in the town, and double 
the 
amount of money was paid tor it that 
would have been charged by any other 
printing office in town. 


The same thing is being done by the 
Board of Trustees . 
In the matter of 
supplies the power of purchasing has 
been placed in the hands of the Presi­ 
dent of the Board and he, in the matter 
of printing, takes the work to the Ad­ 
vocate and pays that institution what­ 
ever it desires to charge. 
He does not 
give the other offices a chance to com­ 
pete and consequently he gets inferior 
work at the highest prices. 


We have refrained from saying any­ 
thing about this matter before in the 
hopes that the Presidents of the Board 
of Trustees and of the Board of Edu­ 
cation who were elected on the pledges 
of economy would see the justness of 
casting personal 
friendship aside in 
business matters of the town, and pur­ 
chase supplies where they can be got 
of the best quality and at the lowest 
prices. 
As long as they have seen fit, 
however, to ignore everybody save the 
Advocate, we deem it our duty to in­ 
form the public of the facts in the case 
and see whether public opinion will 
not induce them to keep the pledges 
they made before they were placed in 
office.

The Southern California Railway has 
twelve locomotives equipped with pat­ 
ented devices for burning petroleum, 
and is preparing to equip all its engines 
in the same way. 
By adopting petro­ 
leum this company is said to have ef­ 
fected a saving of 20 per cent in the 
cost of its tuel. 


Now the Southern Pacific Company 
is going to take up the same plan, ex­ 
periments having been already made 
which demonstrate the feasibility of 
the scheme and its great advantage on 
the score of economy. 
The new plan 
will be tried first on the local system 
across the bay, and if it shall be found 
to work as well as anticipated it will 
doubtless be extended and used on 
the main lines. 


If this sort of fuel can be used on 
locomotivts it can certainly be adapted 
to other engines, of all kinds, marine, 
stationary or what not.

He had gone to sleep. 
The office was 
soon deserted, with the exception of the 
janitor and the sleeper. 
The janitor 
was instructed not to bother him. 


The next day when the first men ar 
rived he was still sleeping as their had 
left him and snoring so hard that he 
jarred the type in tho case on whiah ho 
rested. 


Some one told his wife where he was, 
and she concluded to let him sleep. 


He slept on in that position for 20 
hours. 
Then thoy carried him to a bed 
at home, still sleeping. Ho slept for 82 
hours, and when he woke up he had for­ 
gotten how to set typo and had to learn 
to read again, although his momory was 
good in other respects.—Exchange.

8UFFER 8TAGE FRIGHT WHEN 
FAC­ 


ING A DIFFICULT OPERATION. 


Two Ways In Which I t AflecU Them—A 
Toons; 
Surgeon's 
First 
Amputation. 
Threaded a Needle to Steady His Nerves. 
Operating on a Friend. 


" I s there such a thing as stage fright 
among surgeons?" a successful New 
York surgeon was asked. 
Though the 
term stage fright with reference to sur­ 
gery was perhaps a misnomer, the sur­ 
geon understood the question. 


"Oh, yes, indeed, there is such a thing 
as stage fright among surgeons," he re­ 
plied. 
"There are two kinds of stage 
fright, or, rather, thore are two different 
temperaments among doctors, and the 
fright, although in itself perhaps the 
same, has a different seeming, affected 
as it is by the material through whioh it 
passes. The first is the surgeon who is 
anxious to perform the operation, sees 
no difficulties 'in the way and nothing 
but a successful termination. His rest is 
not disturbed by reflections upon com­ 
plications which may arise. Everything 
is lovely until tho patient is boforehim. 
Then his hand begins to shake if he 
meets with difficulties whioh he had not 
counted upon; h i s nervousness increases; 
he hurries, perhaps with a fatal result. 
In the case of this man he grows worse 
as he grows older, and in old age he 
goes all to pieces. 


There is another temperament of 
this order. 
From the time this surgeon 
recognizes that an operation is necessary 
there pass through his mind all the 
complications 
which 
could 
possibly 
come up, and he wonders if there are 
not more whioh he has not thought of. 
He is by no means sanguine of a happy 
result. 
He fears this and that and the 
other thing. As the hour approaches he 
dreads to commence his work more and 
mora 
But when he is before the sub­ 
ject his nervousness leaves him. H e 
oommences intelligently, reflecting upon 
what might arise. He does not hurry or 
get excited, but he is intensely interest­ 
ed, wholly absorbed by what he is do­ 
ing. 
I remember witnessing an opera•> 
tion by one of the most celebrated sur­ 
geons I ever knew. It was a most diffi­ 
cult operation, and the amphitheater 
was filled with doctors who <had come 
to see it performed. A few moments re- 
fore the surgeon was to commence he 
was presented by a friend to two doc­ 
tors who had come from a distance to 
see him operate. He bowed very polite­ 
ly and spoke a few words. Shortly after 
that he eommenced operating. 


" T h e operation was of considerable 
length, and when it was finished the 
two gentlemen to whom the surgeon 
had been presented approached to speak 
a congratulatory word or two. As he 
did not appear to recognize them, his 
friend presented them again. 
He "ex­ 
pressed his pleasure at meeting them 
without the slightest recollection that 
he had met them. " 


" D o you recall the first operation you 
ever performed yourself?" 


"Indeed I remember it very welL 
I 
was in a hospital where there were 
3,500 beds and SS surgeons in oharge. I 
was one of the young assistant surgeons. 
If an operation was necessary in any of 
the wards, it was our duty to report it 
to the surgeon in charge, who then per­ 
formed the operation if he chose. I re­ 
ported to m y surgeon the necessity of 
an amputation of a great toe. The sur­ 
geon came and lookod at tho man and 
concurred with my opinion that an am­ 
putation was necessary. I was directed 
to get everything ready for the opera­ 
tion. 
' T h e n , ' s a i d ' t h e surgeon, ' I will 
come and operate if I can. If not, you 
go on and perform the operation your­ 
self.' 


I told m y young associates of the 
order, and they said: 'Well, you go on 
and get ready, but he won't coma You 
will have to do the operation yourself.' 
And that was the way it turned out. 
The operation was to be a t 2 o'clock. 
All the night before I was rehearsing 
what I intended to do in my mind and 
dreaming of it in my Bleep. The next 
day I could not eat m y luncheon. My 
hands and feet were cold. When it came 
time to commence the operation, I could 
only steady my nerves by threading 
needles. I said: 'Give me the needles to 
thread. I a m very jsaricular about my 
thread.' I took a needle and commenced 
poking at the eye. In a few seconds my 
hand obeyed my will and became as 
toady M I could wish: I perform*d the 
operation successfully. After that I went 
on performing a great many operations, 
but it was years before I could take a 1 
o'clock luncheon if I had to operate at 2 
o'clock. 
f 


" F r o m the conscientious 
scientific 
man apprehension never departs, for he 
knows that it is impossible to foresee all 
things. And then, again, he takes in 
his hands a holy human life. If an actor 
accentuates the wrong word or halts in 
his lines, the worst that can come is a 
slight damage to his reputation. If a 
minister preaches heterodox doctrines, 
the worst that can happen to him is a 
trial for heresy. But if the surgeon in a 
dangerous 
operation 
makes but the 
slightest mistake it may result in death, 
for whioh there is no remedy. 
Many 
and many a time on the night previous 
to a serious operation have I awakened 
myself from an anxious, troubled sleep 
by performing the operation in my 
dreams. It is also very much more try­ 
ing to a surgeon to operate on a friend 
than on a stranger. I t is hard to tell in 
this case who is more to be pitied, the 
surgeon or the patient 
I think the lon­ 
ger a man operates the less certain he is 
of the outcome of any operation. A frail 
little woman that one would Almost say 
a breath of wind would blow away will 
survive the most painful and dangerous 
operation where a rough, stocky and iron 
built peasant woman that one would 
think oould survive almost any possible 
operation w i l l die from soanething whioh 
is n o t , a s a r u l e , oonsideBed^Mgm^ "
